RIMARILY, The Temple is a cosmie organie centre, the constituent

\< an 1lInstration of the action of this law in one cycle oft Ine, 
we ec that, according to Biblical genealogical records. the human 
race Of the preceding ave (a 5,000-vear cycle) hecame consctously 


zuhject to the action of that baic law. with the incarnation of the 
Ego0sS of Adam, Eve. Cain and Abel, and al<0o became <uþject to the 
negative aSpect! Of the <ame law in an effort to thwart that law 


when Cain undertook to nnllify the fir=t decrce 188ued by the divine 
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Law Giver, —the decree which demanded that man $should live for 
the race and work together mn love, 7. e., union, for its development. 
That decree was disobeved by the <laving of the fourth member of 
the tour-told body by the third member of the same hody. Since 
the passing ot that first racial era, some one or more of each subse- 
quently tormed human combination of four creators of a race has 
endeavored to thwart the perfect action of the law. From the 
<tandpoint of occultism this effort to thwart the law 1s the result of 
neresy oft Separateness. 

[However tew or many were the units of a body as a whole and 
whatever the primal object of its formation as a composite body, it 
has heen attended by a s1milar intent to destroy one or more of its 
ftirst four units to the intent which led to the Slaving of Abel by Cain. 
[ft not perpetrated in kind, the desire to rid itself of some undesired 
memher oft the original body was fultille:l, —in other words, a 
dexire to break up the combination first formed in order to further 
Some selhsh purpose. 

To understand the basic 1mpulse 11 man to torm such a combina- 
tion of human beings tor co-operative purposes, we must first con- 
<1der the subject from the standpoint of the formation ot the group 
SOUl, one differentiation of the universal higher manasic substances, 
the composite soul, which has its origin on an interior plane, but 
which 1s subject to.the same above mentioned law.

(Yuite blandly we <peak oft atoms and molecules and electrons 
n a tamilar tashion, as behts intellicoences clothed in. them, sur- 
rounded by them, and tashioned ot them. We accept the state- 
ments ot. <cientific men as to the $1ze of. these minute particles of 
natter. but 1t 1s doubtful whether the average person can form 
a. verv accurate picture - of the true <$1ze of a molecule, for 
instance, when it 1s merely tated to be s0 many hillionths of an 
inch im cameter. A< an aid to _ swrch vieualization 1it 1s often 
convenient to express these dimensons in terms of more ordinary 
eXPETrience. 

[f we take any ordinary particle of matter, snch as a grain of 
Sand, 1t appears quite dense and structureless to the naked eve. 
But if we could magnify this tiny bit of rock until it became the 
Size Of the earth we would find it to be composed of lesser par- 
ticles. all vibrating back and forth like tinv rapid pendulums 
placed in fixed positions. These particles are the molecules, and 


their motion 1< what we know as the sen<ation. of heat. 


[f we happen to have chosen a speck of sand that 1s small 
enough, there will he roughly ten million million million molecules 
in it. That 1s ten million multiplied by itself eighteen times, which 1s a 
one with nineteen cyphers after it, which quite obviously means 
nothing to humans who measure their life periods in scores of 
years. But let ns put this in terms of a quantity of work to 
be done, and it mav appear as large as it really 1s. 

There are approximately a hillion and a half people alve, in 
the world today. If every person on earth brought a penny every 
minute and deposited it in a big pile, it would take fifteen thou- 
Sand years to get enough pennies in the pile to equal the number 
of molecules in a single speck of sand! And vet who pauses to 
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oOunt the umverses he 18 rearranging <0 recklesslv when he flecks 


a bit ot dust trom his collar - 


Nor need we <top with the molecule. If we look <still further 
nto the structure of immatter we find each Separate molecule 15
